WASHINGTON, March 4.—The 
lust

the clocks in the former marked 12:13 
p. m. anil in the latter 12:15 p. m. Both 
houses met at 9:30 this morning. 


The delay was occasioned by a slight 


error in the enrollment of the railway 
employes hours of service bill, and this 
was the last measure to reach the pres- 
ident. According to custom, when » con- 
gress is dying, the president, his cabinet, 
the White House staff occupied the pres- 
ident's chamber in the senate wing in 
order to facilitate the handling of busi- 
ness incident.1 to the dosing of the ses- 
sion.

THE TRACK QUESTION. 


One of the interesting and most im- 


portant portions of tlic ease as tried so 
far is that of the tracks of the automo- 
biles whieh arc alleged to have passed 
tlic point where the body 
was found. 


Peter Mungi'ii., a witness for the state, 
rather nettled District Attorney Baker 
with some of-his replies to questions put 
to him. It became known that Mungcu 
was a witness for the state and thai lie 
had not been questioned by those oflic- 
inls until yesterday at the bearing, not 
having been called at the Mine of the 
hearing of C'apt. William M. Lewis of 
this city.' Tlie way the defense sought 
to show by thi< witness that the auto- 
mobile which did the killing was equip- 
ped with a tire about which a chain had 
been wound was interesting. 


THK MESH TIRE. 


The witness who was the same who 


lostilied to finding the 
body 
on the 


ninriiing after the accident slated tluit 
lie inspected tlie rnnd for several rods 
both north ami south of the point where 
tlie body was found. He said that after 
he had inspected the body lie went back 
about to the end of the ditch winch had- 
formed by the dragging of tlie body by 
the machine on the west side 
of

road. 
After that he went

farther and noticed an automobile track 
which appeared to be marked wjtli tljc 
links of a chain..

Senator Rummel spoke for 
his bill at length and gave the hardships 
which he claimed men suffered because 
offlHie failure of the railways and other 
corporations to pay more than once a 
month. He also declared that in reality 
men when first employed by these cor- 
porations did not Kct any pay for six 
weeks for the reason that a portion of 
the men's earnings wcro held back on 
them by the corporations to insure their 
remaining in their employ and not jump- 
ing their work without notice.

THE ALDRICH BILL. 


Some Features of Financial Mcas- 


iv&: Recently Passed by 


'"' ' ' Senate. - 


****sv*j+s*s*s* 


There are three parts in the Aldricli 


financial measure which has passed tho 
senate. The first permits national banks 
to retire their notes in excess of $3,000,- 
000 month, making the limit $0,000,000. 
This has not been changed before since. 
the banking act was enacted, the limit 
being then lixcd at $3,000,1)00. The se«- 
oud permits the-treasury to deposit la 
the national bank depositories the re- 
ceipts from custom duties, the law pre- 
viously only authorizing the depositing 
of receipts from internal revenue. Tho 
third authorizes the issue of gold certifi- 
cates of $10.00 denominations, the lowest 
denomination previously .having been 
$20, and 'as understood from the wording 
of the measure as published authorizes 
the issuing of greenbacks of the larger 
denominations into denomination of ono 
and two dollars, the limit hitherto hav- 
ing been five dollar notes. 


On the second and third features tho 


Chicago Chronicle comments as follows* 


There is no reason why we should not 


have gold certificates of $10 or even $5 
denominations if they will promote tho 
public convenience. There is no reason 
why gold certificates should be treated _ 
as a sort of aristocratic money, too good 
for people who do »ot liandle much mon- 
ey and have no use for large denomina- 
tions. It is best to popularize the stand- 
ard money of the country as much 'aa 
possible.

Chronicle recently explained, the reason, 
which once was sufficient for prohibiting 
the deposit of customs collections in 
banks has not been valid for many yeara 
and has ceased to have any force since 
the formal adoption of the single gold 
standard in 1900.

it easier for the secretary of the treas-

"It ii 
questionable whether the secretary of the 
treasury should have any discretionary 
power in this matter. Probably it would 
be honor if he were required to deposit 
all money collected in excess of a pre- 
scribed working balance and to draw on 
the deposits when necessary to maintain 
that balance. 


A proposal to incorporate such a pro- 


vision in the bill would have opened a 
large question, and probably if it had 
been made the really important imimd- 
iato. purposes of the bill would have been 
defeated. 


For that reason it was also wise to da- 


feat the amendment providing for tha 
payment of interest on deposits of gov- 
ernment funds in banks. The objections 
offered to this proposal <io not seen) very 
forcible in view of the fac.t that the pub- 
lic money of states and municipalities Is 
deposited in banks which pay for the u?o 
of it. It was better to postpone tlie con- 
sideration of this question than to put 
the bill in jeopardy by pressing it so near 
the end of the session. 


The course of the debate on proposed 


amendments to this bill showed that the 
settlement of the standard question has 
not altogether eliminated financial va- 
garies from the minds of senators.
